The United States has plenty of 
material for a volunteer army of 
one and a quarter million men and all 
that is now needed are plans for util- 
izing it, Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood de- 
clared here today in a statement as to 
the preparedness of the nation for 
war. The chief need, he said, was offi- 
cers and he advocated training stu- 
dents in their junfor and senior years 
along the same lines as now are be- 
ing used at the military camp of in- 
struction here 
“Gen. Wood said that the country 
has three sources of supply from 
which to draw officers. First of these, 
he asserted were men in the regular 
service, militiamen or men who have 
had military training and now are in 
private life. Sece@nd, he would obtain 
officers from a list of men declared 
by the War Department 
and who have qualified by examina- 
tions, while the third source would 
be from military schools or institu- 
tions in which some military train- 
ing is given, 
NEED OF OFFICERS. 
For an army Of Gné and a quarter- 
million men, Gen. Wood said, the na- 
tion would need 40,000 officers. From 
these 1500 should be chosew Wen 
year for special grades of the serv- 
ice. These men, eventually, would 
have become the higher grade of offi- 
cers for volunteers. 
Referring to military service, Gen. 
Wood said: 
“No one has a right to consider his 
discharge of duty as a soldier as vol- 
untary. This duty is an obligation 
that is binding upon all who are men- 
tally and physically fit and within cer- 
tain age limits. A man has no more 
right te speak of volunteering to dis- 
charge his duties to the nation as a 
soldier than he has to talk of volun- 
teering to obey any moral law or pay 
his just debts.”

Fate of the Coalition Cabinet may Even be Involved 
in the Campaign to be Started Tomorrow by Lord 
Northcliffe and His String of Newspapers, Includ- 


ONDON, Aug. 14.—An organized 
campaign for conscription will 
be started in England next week. 
All Lord Northcliffe’s energy, me- 
diums of publicity and, it is said, the 
money he has amassed in the course 
of his successful career, will be de- 
voted to the purpose. 
Lord Northcliffe’s plans have been 
in making for some time. By means 
of his papers he has long been pre- 
paring the ground. He will now or- 
ganize an extension of the campaign 
in the direction of public meetings, 
lectures and demonstrations which 
are intended to reach the population 
throughout the country. He has en- 
listed the support of many influen- 
tial persons, including, it is reported, 
more than one cabinet minister. His 
chief support, it is said, will come 
from David Lloyd George, the mu- 
nitions minister, who will, it is ex- 
pected, come out with a declaration 
that conscription is necessary to vic- 
tory. 
Lord Northcliffe will not be allowed 
to have it all his own way. His plans, 
quietly laid though they have been, 
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ists and counter plans have been ar- 
ranged on an extensive scale. 
Several ministers have admitted 
more or less specifically that if it 
were proved that cunscription was a 
necessary step to victory they would 
not oppose it. With the majority 


of the members of the present coali- cisco 


tion cabinet, however, the point made 
is that voluntary enlistment has not 
yet proved a fallure. 

Some of Lord Northcliffe’s politi- 
cal and journalistic opponents pro- 
fess to see in his coming campaign a 
scheme to bring about the downfall 
of the present cabinet, Their belief 
is based on the assumption that the 
coalition cabinet, as at present con- 
stituted, would not agree to bring in 
a compulsory service bill. 

Premier Asquith in particular is be- 
lieved to bea strong adherent of 
voluntary enlistment, which, he 
thinks, has shown Great Britain to be 
animated with a spirit of patriotiam, 
such as no amount of misrepresenta- 
tion can depreciate in the eyes of the 
world. Should the coming campaign 
produce popular effervescence, which 
the existing government could not 
afford to disregard, then, it is argued, 
Mr. Asquith and the other ministers 
who think as he does, would de 
obliged to resign their posts in order 
to make way for a government which 
would carry out the popular behest.

PROBLEM FOR ALLIES. 


Strategists Wondering Whether England 


or Italy will be Attacked. 


Indications that Russia will be Unable to dd Much for 
a Year or More Have Started Speculations as to 
What Kaiser May Have up His Sleeve—Secret

Germany, doubtless, would like to 
retain Calais at the peace, for Calais 
would give her an outlet into the open 
sea, and be a standing threat against 
England. Calais, for immediate use, 
would constitute a constant threat to 
invasion, and would have to be closely 
watched, Perhaps when the invaders 
do sail across the North Sea an at- 
tempt may be made to send one body 
across the channel from Calais to 
Roulogne, protected by guns on the 
shore. But submarines, mines, destroy- 
ers, make this passage seem rather 
chimerieal, Calais aa submarine baee 
would be a real thorn tn England's 
flesh, for if Calais fell the Germans 
doubtless would seize Cape St. Gris 
and destroy the great submarine net 
which stretches acruss to Folkstone. 
and has so far kent all German un- 
derwater craft out of the English 
Channel and insured a safe passage to 
thousands of transporte and muni- 
tions ships which ply to and from 
Roulogne, the principal base of the 
English army. If Boulogne falls the 
English base probably will be trans- 
ferred to Havre, as it was during the 
retreat to the Marne. 

- TROUBLE FOR RUSSIA. 

A feasible campaign whten would 
have important resulta in several ways 
would be a drive over the Dniester on 
the Russian base and fortress of Kiev, 
and after the reduction of this city 
a march down the Dniester to Odessa 
on the Black Sea. This attack, over 
one of the historic routes traveled by 
the Turks in many attacks on Chr. 
tendom, could be participated in by 
Austrian troops. Its importance would 
rot be comparable to that of a breach 
forced in the allied line in the west, 
and only if those lines are regarded 
as impregnable by the German hien 
command, or if Russia is so badly 
crippled that this Odessa operation 
can be undertaken by Austria alone, 
will it be attempted. 

There seems no reason to doubt the 
success of this attack jf made with 
twelve or fifteen army corps. One re- 
sult would be to almost nullify the 
immediate military importance of the 
fall of Constantinople. The attack on 


the principal aim of opening the way 
for Russia to export her wheat and 
receive the munitions, the lack of 
which has caused her to crash down 
to defeat. By taking Odessa, Ruasia’s 
one Black Sea port with good rail- 
road connections, Germany would 
make the Dardanelles of little use to 
Russia when opened, even if the al- 
lies command the Black Sea. 

There would be no more war bread 
in Germany if the Odessa region were 
wrested from Russia. It is the wheat 
granary of Europe. Its capture, even 
with all the warehouses full of last 
year’s crop burned by thelr owners, 
would insure Germany all the wheat

now wooed.by Russia and promised 
Austrian Transylvania for throwing 
her 250,000 men into the scales against 
the Teutons, would then be isolated bv 
the German ar mies Those armies 
would exercise irresistible military and 
economic pressure, under which there 
is little doubt that Rumania would 
accept Bessarabia and promise benev- 
olent neutrality to Germany and Aus- 
tria, if nothing more. 

SERVIA’'S PERIL. 

Germany has another way of com- 
ing to the ald of the Turks That is by 
sending the victorious eastern armies 
against the Serbs. It would be the 
work of a few weeks to conquer the 


attack, if it is made, will probably be- 
gin at Semendria on the Danube and 
burst through the river valley which 
twines among the mountains, reaching 
the Bulgarian frontier seventy-five 
miles from the starting point. 

Here we enter the realm ef politics.

If Bulgaria, 
believing the German star in the as- 
cendent, and wishing to get In on the 
winning side, grants this privilege. 
the Teutons, after negotiating the sev- 
enty-five miles of Servia, can be 
whisked in a jiffy to Constantinople 
by rafl, and the tenure of the French 
and British on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula will be of short duration. 

In thik operation political as well as 
military ends would be served. So 
greativ would German prestige in the 
Balkans be enhanced that there 
would be no danger of Greece foining 
the allies or of the Turks making a 
veparate peace, two contingencies that 
now worry German diplomacy. Bul- 
Karla, in return for granting the pas- 
sace of German troops, would get 
not only the rallroad and possibly 
Adrianople from Turkey, but would be 
guaranteed by Germany those portions 
of Macedonia taken from her by 
Greece and Servia in the second Bal- 
kan war. 

AN ATTACK ON ITALY. 

If the Germans decide to punish 
the “treason” of Italy, they will pour 
their conquering legions through the 
Austrian Tyrol into the Trentino. The 
Italians have worked valliantiv to plug 
up the passes through which such 


an tnvasion would burst into the 
artistic heart of the world, but the 
German guns and the men who 


walked through Russia would not be 
easy to stop. The consesuences of a

“DRAWS LARGE AUDIENCE,

Possibilities of Tiny Artist from 
Land Across Seas are Still Greater 
than Her Attainments — Gives 
Numbers from Europe's Operas 
and Other Works.

If you have any doubts as to, the 
extent of our Japanese colony in Los 
Angeles, particularly as to that part 
of it which might be attracted to @ 
musical event, with a Nipponese sing- 
er as its principal magnet, it would 
have paid you to visit Trinity Audi- 
torium last night to see the repre- 
sentation there. Considering the af- 
fair numerically the average Ameri- 
can might have imagined he was & 
tourist in a Tokio theater. Of course, 
occidental dress, occidental customs 
and manners, dispelled the illusion. 

There were without a doubt few of 
us at the concert of Miss Nobu Hara, 
who had heard a Japanese singer 
essay the music of Europe in its 
higher phases. Even the natives of 
Nippon were probably largely nor- 
ant of the new development in their 
country’s art, as it is of comparatively 
recent date. 

The verdict of the hearers did not 
come quickly. They sat stoically 


gramme. Not an encore did Mise 
Hara have until she had given her 
next to the last group of songs, which 
contained a solo in Japanese written 
by a classmate of hers, and then she 
was recalled until she gave “Una Poco 
Voce Fa“ from the “Barber of Se- 
ville,” playing her own accompantl- 
ment. She had received the laurels 


And Miss Hara deserves more than 
he: simple share cf laurels, not so 
much for the attainments which she 
now possesses, but for the unique- 
ness of artistic achievement which 
she represents, and the possibjlities 
which she has made manifest as be- 
longing to her personally. 

I should not be surprised a year or 
so hence to hear that New York was 
showering tributes on her “Madame 
Butterfly.“ I would not say that she 
would deserve such success tech- 
nically or  histrionically at that 
time, but the very novelty 
of her work, I believe, will carry her 
through. Japan has sent us other 
artists ere this who have secured 
brilliant triumphs on the eastern 
dramatic stage, who although they 
may have possessed a more fully-de- 
veloped art than Miss Hara, and in- 
terpreted that with which they were 
more in sympathy, brought with them 
nothing newer or fresher. 

In many respects the little Japanese 
singer has a very considerable dis- 
tance to travel to reach anything like 
adequate perfection. Intonation, 
phrasing, technique, and other bug- 
bears of art need a good portion of at- 
tention. While one would not wish to 
destroy her own unique way of giving 
her songs, more freedom and variety 
in her interpretation and a clearer 
enunciation are an absolute necessity 
before she can command the broad 
attention of the musical public. This 
is something that training can ac- 
complish, and our prayer should not 
be so much that it attain the results 
outlined, as that in the process none 
of that naivete which the little ar- 
tist be lost. 

She sang in French, Latin, Ital- 
lan and Japanese, including such ar- 
las from the operas as “A Fors e Lui” 
from “La Traviata,” “One Fine Day“ 
from “Madame Butterfly,“ the “Jewel 
Song” from Faust,“ beside Gounod's

Typographical Union Stabs 
Vainly at “The Times.” 


A Tissue of Proven Falsity 
Falls Utterly Flat. 


Tripped in a Frantic Effort 
to Vilify. 


During the past week the annual 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical Union has been in session 
here. This city is becoming more and 
more prominent every year as 4 con- 
vention city. Gatherings of national 
and international organizations assem- 
ble here and partake of her hospital- 
ity and are accorded every courtesy. 
Because the International Typo- 
graphical Union members were guests 
of Los Angeles, The Times had care- 
fully refrained from in any manner 
referring to the situation that once 
existed between this paper and that 
organization. It had studiously re- 
frained from publishi unfair and 
untruthful accounts of the proceedings 
of the convention. At this present 
moment The Times would not take up 
the subject of the Typographical 
Union's lying attacks upon the editor 
and chief owner of The Times, and 
The Times itself, had it not been 
forced to do so by the unionite leaders 
themselves. 

During the past week there has 
been circulated among the delegates 
to the convention, and elsewhere, 4 
scurrilous, vicious, lying pamphiet de- 
voted to villification and abuse of The 
Times, its policies and its veteran 
manager. The pamphiet is filled with 
lies and misrepresentations. Many ot 
them are so palpable that anyone 
familiar with the situation here could 
not fall to detect them. 

For example, here is one of many 
deliberate falsifications that have been 
crowded into this villainous attack: 
With apparent gusto the anonymous 
writers of this pamphiet set forth 


and which, as a matter of fact, availed 
the Typographical Unien nothing but 
failure and chagrin—and the move- 
ment that resulted in the recall of 
former City Councilman Davenport is 
stupidly detailed. 
THE DAVENPORT FABRICATION. 
The utter falsity of the statements 
of this pamphlet regarding The Times 
may be judged by the fact that in 
this connection it states, in discussing 
the bid of The Times for the city 
printing a number of years ago, that 
the bid of this paper was not the 
lowest, and that it was a foregone 
conclusion that Davenport would be 
for The Times. 

“The outcome of this charge,” says 
the pamphiet, “was that Davenport 
was recalled and The Tim did not 
secure the contract for the cii, print- 


ing.” 
Here the facts: 
Coun@iman Davenport was re- 


called—due to a malicious campaign 
against him—but the lie about The 
Times not having received the city 
printing becomes ridiculous when it 
is recalled that leading members of 
the Typographical Union themselves 
brought an action for an injunction 
to restrain payment of more than 
$40,000 to The Times for city print- 
ing which it did under the contract 
awarded. 

Which case was carried through the 
Various courts, and The Times de- 
feated its vicious opponents at every 
turn, and is able to say that it was 
paid the full amount due it for the 
city printing. 

The statement regarding this. print- 
ing is simply a sample of the impo- 
tent Hes that abound throughout the 
pamphlet — falsehoods 


HISTORY OF FAILURE. 

The history of the Typographical 
Union's fight against The Times is one 
of continuous failure. Year after 
year the members of the union have 
been died in order to keep up this 
futile effort, while their leaders waxed 
fat as the result. 

With a candor that is novel in such 
a mass of lies, the pamphlet tells of 
the failure of the Hamburger bov- 
cott, and of the meeting where it was 
voted to lift the ban, and says: * 

That meeting left wounds which 

required years to heal. ny dete- 
gates resigned, and within a month 
the attendance had dwindled to such 
an extent that barely a quorum would 
be present on meeting nights of the 
council. 
“So rife was the spirit of discon- 
tent among the unions that the 1904 
Labor Day parade was abandoned. 
Thirty days prior the council had ar- 
ranged the usual details for a street 
demonstration, but the Hamburger 
incident had created havoc.” 

The Hamburger boycott was lifted 
—although the paper established to 
support the unions failed to get the 
Stores advertising for ten years 
thereafter—but the guerrilla-like war- 
fare against The Times and its own- 
ers continued, until finally there came 
the wholesale murder of innocent 
men when the Times Building was 
destroyed by a bomb planted by a 
union printer. 

Year after year the members of the 
Typographical Union have been forced 
to give freely out of their wages in 
order to keep up this warfare, and 
meanwhile the employees of The 
Times have been steadily holding their 
situations, content and happy in the 
knowledge that they were regularly 
receiving better wages than those se- 
cured by the members of the Typo- 
graphical Union. 

In the statement of Geri. Otis, pre- 
pared and submitted to the United 
States Commission on Industrial Re- 
lations at its session in Los Angeles 
in September, 1914, many pertinent 
facts were given regarding this situa- 
tion, and the amount The Times paid 
for labor. 

SOME TELLING FACTS. 


The following is an excerpt from 
that testimony: 
Payments to Labor: During the 
year ending September 30, 1913 (the 
close of our last fiscal year.) The 
Times paid for labor in the form of 
wages and salaries the aggregate sum 
of $639,152.00, being an increase of 
$27,342.15 over the prevrous year. For 
the eleven months ended August 31, 
1914, the aggregate payments for 
labor in the compdésing-room alone 
were $117,196.90, being an average of 
$2510.57 for each of the forty-seven 
pay days embraced within the period. 

“Our labor may be divided into 
three general classes, to wit: First, 
skilled mechanical labor; second, 
other skilled labor; third, unskilled 
jabor——the latter bearing only a 
trifling proportion in numbers and 
cost to the other classes named. This

UNIQUE MUSIC OFFERING 
“DRAWS LARGE AUDIENCE. 


Possibilities of Tiny Artist from 
Land Across Seas are Still Greater 
than Her Attainments — Gives 
Numbers from Europe’s Operas 
and Other Works. 


BY EDWIN F. SCHALLERT. 

If you have any doubts as to, the 
extent of our Japanese colony in Los 
Angeles, particularly as to that part 
of it which might be attracted to @ 
musical event, with a Nipponese sing- 
er as its principal magnet, it would 
have paid you to visit Trinity Audi- 
torium last night to see the repre- 
sentation there. Considering the af- 
fair numerically the average Ameri- 
can might have imagined he was & 
tourist in a Tokio theater. Of course, 
occidental dress. occidental customs 
and manners, dispelled the illusion. 
There were without a doubt few of 
us at the concert of Miss Nobu Hara, 
who had heard a Japanese singer 
essay the music of Europe in its 
higher phases. Even the natives of 
Nippon were probably largely ignor- 
ant of the new development in their 
country’s art, as it is of comparatively 
recent date. 

The verdict of the hearers did not 
come quickty. They sat stoically 
through the early portion of the pro- 
gramme, Not an encore did Miss 
Hara have until she had given her 
next to the last group of songs, which 


by a classmate of hers, and then she 
was recalled until she gave “Una Poco 
Voce Fa“ from the “Barber of Se- 
ville,” playing her own accompant- 
ment. She had received the laurels 
of the audience's appreciation. 

And Miss Hara deserves more than 
her simple share of laurels, not so 
much for the attainments which she 
now possesses, but for the unique- 
ness of artistic achievement which 
she represents, and the possibjlities 
which she has made manifest as be- 
longing to her personally. 

I should not be surprised a year or 

so hence to hear that New York was 
showering tributes on her “Madame 
Butterfly.” I would not say that she 
would deserve such success tech- 
nically or  histrionically at that 
time, but the very novelty 
of her work, I believe, will carry her 
through. Japan has sent us other 
artists ere this who have secured 
brilliant triumphs on the eastern 
dramatic stage. who although they 
may have possessed a more fully-de- 
veloped art than Miss Hara, and in- 
terpreted that with which they were 
more in sympathy, brought with them 
nothing newer or fresher. 
In many respects the little Japanese 
singer has a very considerable dis- 
tance to travel to reach anything like 
adequate perfection. Intonation, 
phrasing, technique, and other bug- 
bears of art need a good portion of at- 
tention. While one would not wish to 
destroy her own unique way of giving 
her songs, more freedom and variety 
in her interpretation and a clearer 
enunciation are an absolute necessity 
before she can command the broad 
attention of the musical public. This 
is something that training can ac- 
complish, and our prayer should not 
be so much that it attain the results 
outlined, as that in the process none 
of that naivete which the little ar- 
tist possesses be lost. 

She sang in French, Latin, Ital- 
lan and Japanese, including such ar- 
las from the operas as “A Fors e Lui” 
from “La Traviata,” “One Fine Day“ 
from “Madame Butterfly,“ the “Jewel 
Song” from “Faust,” beside Gounod’s 
“Ave Maria,” “La Serenata” and 
“Charmant Oiseau,” Villanelle“ 
(Dell Acqua;) and “Hiru-No,” the 
song by her Japanese clagemate. 

Accompaniments for Miss Hara’s 
numbers were rendered by Mrs. M. 
Hennion Robinson, in her usual ade- 
quate style, and Harry Baxter, played 
flute obligatas for several numbers. 

A bit of spiee was lent to the per- 
formance by the Watson's Royal Scot- 
tish Pipe Band, and its drummer of 
quasi-juggling proctivities. The droll- 
ness of the bagpipes even drew a smile 
from the NipponéBe members of the 
audience.

Edward Robins, secretary of the 

University of Pennsylvatia and noted 
historical writer, who is staying at 
the Hershey Arms, made some in- 
teresting statements yesterday about

war. 
Mr. Robins was in France when 
_ he war broke out, and while there be- 
acquainted with the Fresch 
Viewpoint. He also spent considerable 
/time in England studying the situa- 
tiem and has become well informed 
on the subject. 

“The European war is history re- 


Heating itself." said he. “It is being 


done on a, more colossal scale than 
ever before, but it is repetition never- 
theless. Of course you understand 
that an authentic history of the war 
cannot be written for probably twenty- 
five years after peace is declared. A 
perspective must be obtained 

order to grasp the subject in its 


proper importance, .but 
there have been several features of 
the present conflict that are certain 
to have a decided bearing on history 
and which will be accorded a place.

continent in general, there seems to 
be a consensus of opinion that the 
war ia but the natural result of na- 
tional prejudice and jealousy cover-

England, at the breaking out of 
hostilities, practically no one realized 
the immensity of the task ahead. Eng- 
land was not prepared for war and 
had not expected war, at least, not for 
several years. 

NEW CODE OF LAW. 


“Subsequent histories will show the 


war to produce a new code of In- 
ternational law. The entire fabric has 
been rent. New provisions will be 


needed. Old laws will be stricken 


out. At present there is no interna- 
tional law. The law of expediency 
and necessity has taken its place. It 
will be twenty-five or thirty years be- 
tore a new code will be in operation. 
“The submarine has come to stay. 
Future wars will see fewer and fewer 


naval engagements, for the victor of 


the present war will be the one great 
world power. It is simply a case of 
German militarism or British naval- 
tem and the winner will take every 
step to secure and retain a lasting 
Victory by disarming their opponents. 

“The aeroplane made 
strategy a thing of the past, although 
e 4 noffensive agent it has not proved 
especially valuable. 

“The invasion of Belgium will go 
Gown in history as a justifiable act 
of necessity if Germany wins and an 
ineflabie biot on the German 
if they lose. 

“England um be credited with 
misfing an opportunity to end the 
War of at least hasten its termination, 
when she failed to land sufficient 
troops in Belgium to stem the tide of 
German invasion at the very start of 
the war. The opportunity was pre- 
Gented. Military officials saw it, yet 
England failed to save the day by 
taking advantage of it. Why they 
failed has yet to be disclosed. 

“Heigium was a -4acrifice to the 
English cause. England should be 
eternally grateful. It may prove to 
be the total sacrifice of a nation if 
the allies lose. 

“The great German offensive that 
rolled almost to the gates of Paris 
and then failed will be one feature to 
stand out prominent in the war his- 
tories, The great offensive in Russian 
Poland and the capture of Warsaw, 
which may be but the beginning of a 
triurephant march to Petrograd, is an- 
other triumph of German arms that 
will live throughout history. 

WAR'S GREAT FEATURES. 


“The greatest feature of the year 


of war has been the ability of Ger- 


man arms to hold the world at bay 
and do practically All of the fighting 
on the soll of their enemies. 

“The United States, although finan- 
Hany gainer at present, will be wuiti- 
mate loser if either side wins de- 
Cleively. By fate of circumstances

“If England wins, she will contro!

England win rule the worla, nnan- 
‘ @ally and commercially, and when 
one nation does that, it comes very 
Close to ruling it politically. 

“If Germany wins, the German 

le are not going to forget that 
was American powder and Ameri- 
can shells that caused the death of the 
thousands of husbands and sons that 
have been sacrificéd on the field of 
battle. There is bitter feeling in Ger- 
many at the attitude of the United 
Btates. If Germany wins She may 
have the opportunity to retaliate some 
day and there is no reason to suppose 
that she will not. 

“German colonigation schemes in 
Routh America may bring the Monroe 
Goctrine into the limelight if Ger- 
men wine. 

“Only in case of a draw or a peace 
produced by general exhaustion may 
the United States expect to win any 
leetine benefit from the conflict. As 
the only noncombatant we will in that 
case be in a position to reap the bene- 
Tt of our onexhausted resources and 
may be able to secure and retain a 
Lalance of power tn the world.

CONSECRATION. CEREMONY. 

There are four main? divisions to 
the consecration ceremony: the pre- 
ludes, the consecration proper, the 
Presentation of the insignia and the 
conclusion. The preludes consist of 
the reading of the Apostolic Commis- 
sion after which the Bishop-elect 
kneela before the consecrator and

Seventeen questions on the canons of 
the church are asked to each of 
which the Bishop-elect answers, “I 
will” or “I do believe,” rising slightly 
and uncovering his head each time. 
The ceremony of the masse is now be- 
gun, the Bishop-elect having been 
vested in his potifical robes. perform- 
ing the services simultaneously with 
— consecrator to signify unity of 
ith. 

The next part of the ceremony is 
the presentation of the episcopal in- 
signia. The crosier which is the pas- 
toral staff of a bishop, being a sym- 
bol of his office as a shepherd of the 
flock of God, is bdDiessed and handed 
to the Bishop-elect who receives it 
between the index and middle finger, 
the hands remaining joined. 

The consecrator blesses the 
and places it on the third finger o 
the right hand of the Bishop-elect, re- 
minding him that it is a symbol of the 
fidelity which he owes to the church. 
The Book of Gospels te then placed in 
his hand with the command to go and 
preach to the people committed to his 
care. 

The service of the mass continues 
and the consecrator blesses the mitre, 
a covering for the head worn on very 


bsolemn occasions by church digni- 


taries, and places it on the head of the 
new bishop, referring to its mystical 
signification as a helmet of protection 
and salvation. 

in conclusion the new Bishop is 
enthroned on a faldstool, a portable 
seat placed on the second step of 
the altar which previously during the 
ceremony has been occupied by the 
consecrator.

TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


Twenty years ago today Bishop- 


St. Vincent’s Church. After spending 
several years in study in Rome he was 
elected president of St. Vincent's Col- 
lege and pastor of St. Vincent's Church 
in 1901. 

The diocese of Salt Lake to which 
Dr. Glass is called includes all of 
the State of Utah and one-half of the 
State of Nevada, and has an area of 
71,178 square miles. This territory 
Was once a part of the diocese of 
Durango, Mex., whose present head, 
Archbishop Mendoza, will attend the 
forthcoming consecration. The dio- 
cese of Salt Lake is sparsely settied 
and it is composed principally of 
mountains, deserts and immense cat- 


e ranges. 

Bishop Scanian, who died May 10, 
last, was the firet bishop of Salt Lake 
and also the first missionary priest 
who labored in that part of the coun- 
try. In 1869 Fr. Scanian was Agsiat~ 
ant pastor of St. Patrick's Church in 
San Francisco. A little later he was 
assistant in the San Francisco Cath- 
edral when Bishop O'Connell asked 
that a priest volunteer to go to the 
rough mining camp of Piochefi Nev. 

Fr. Scanlon offered his services 
and after months of pastoral tabor 


brought about a marked reformation 
of the morals of the mining camp. 
When he left Pioche in 18723 a peti- 
tion was sent to the archbishop ask- 
ge ge he be permitted to remain. 

e success of Dr. Scanian in the 
Nevada mining camp led to his as- 
signment to the mission field’ in 
Utah. After a few months he was 
appointed missionary rector of Salt 
Lake and given jurisdiction over the 
largest mission parish in America. 
He reached Salt Lake in August. 
1873, and on June 29, 1887, he was 
consecrated bishop in the cathedral 
at San Francisco. , 

When Dr. Scanian arrived in Salt 
Lake there were in the diocese only 
800 Catholics and one little church 
that carried a $6000 mortgage. Bish- 
op Glass will find nine parishes, 
thirty-three missions and stations, the 
$400,000 cathedral of St. Mary Mag- 
dalene and a Catholic population of 
20,000. The life work of Bishop 
Scanian was finished with the erec- 
tion of the cathedral which is one 
of the splendid modern churches of 
the West. The destinies of the great 
congregation, so much beloved by the 
late pioneer bishop, soon will be in 
the *keeping of the vigorous young 
bishop-elect. 

HIGH TRIBUTE. 

Several weeks ago  Bishop-elect 
lass visited Salt Lake City, the scene 
of his future labors, in company with 
the Most Rev. John Bonzano, Apos- 
tolle Delegate, the official representa- 
tive of Pope Benedict XV in the 
United States. When he presented 
Dr. Glass to a notable gathering of 
Catholics of the city he paid a fitting 
tribute to the bishop-elect: 

J wish to present to vou from the 
Holy Father a gift I know that you 
will appreciate. a most precious gift, 
a God-given gift. I bring to you your 
new bishop. I knew your bishop be- 
fore his appointment. I know con- 
siderable about his career. 

“The record of his qualifications 
passed through my hands on the way 
to Rome. 80 I know a great deal 
about him, and personal contact with 
him on this trip has more than ever 
convinced me of the wisdom of his 
selection as bishop of the diocese. 
“He is a great, Strong man; as 
strong, intellectually and morally, as 
he ia physically. Surely your sainted 
bishop must have interceded at the 
throne of heaven to have accom- 
plished the selection of such a worthy 
successor.”

WAS THE OLDEST FRANCISCAN 
FATHER IN STATE.

Took Vows of Order Fifty-one 
Years Ago—Spent Two Decades at 
Mission Santa Surbara—He Passes 
Away at a Hospital in San Fran- 
cisco. *

Rev. Joseph O'Keefe, O. F. M., one 
of the oldest Franciscans in Califor- 
nia, died Friday in St. Joseph's Hos- 
potal, San Francisco, according to 
word received here yesterday. 

Father O'Keefe was born November 
8, 1843, in Ballinamona, County Cork, 
Ireland. His father was Dennis 
O’Kéefe, his mother, Margaret Smith. 
He came to California at an early age, 
and was a student for the priesthood 
in San Francisco, where he receiv 
the Franciscan habit August 4, 1860. | 
He made his simple profession Au- 
gust 5, 1861, took his solemn vows as 
a Franciscan August 8, 1864, and was 
to the priesthood September 

1868. 

After ordination he was stationed } 
at the Mission Santa Barbara for al- 
most quarter of a century. Thence 
he went, in 1892, to San Luis Rey, 
where he remained for twenty years. 
In 1912 he was transferred to the 
Franciscan house at St. Francis’, Or- 
phanage for boys, near Watsonville, 
where he spent the last years of his 
life ministering to the religious needs 
of people speaking Spanish and Por- 
tuguese. 

The last visit of the venerable Fran- | 
Ciecan to Los Angeles was on May 232, 
last, when he assisted at the presen- 
tation of the Los Angeles Museum of | 
Science, Literature, and Art, of the 
robe and cowl of Father Francisco de 
Jesus Sanches, the “Father Salvier- 
derra”’ of Helen Hunt Jackson's novel, 
“Ramona.” He was then in fair 
health, though suffering, as he had 
been for a long time, from impaired 
Vision, but he was present to honor 
Father Sanchez,. who died in arms 
on the stone floor of the old Mission 
in Santa Barbara, April 17, 1884,

“In South Africa during the war there 
were more casualties due to flies than to 
bullets. In Francé the presence of so many 
unburied dead makes the fly question a 
very serious one. In Alexandria, owing to 
the vast number of cavalry horse lines near 
the town, the trouble of flies is becoming 
really distressing. It only wants a definite 
source of infection to be introduced for an

“A fiy should be looked upon as nothing 
but a spreader of disease. When once peo- 

realize what the fly can do, the remedy 

easy. Here is a work within the compass 
of the humblest, d really great work. Fly- 
borne disease shuld cease to exist. Its 
very existence is « discredit to the intelll- 
gence of the people.” 

Fly-killing is indeed a great work for the 
people of a great and wartike nation. But 
undes one can invent an aerial fly-swatter 
or a fiy-asphyxiating gas it would be dim.

America is the champion of democracy. 


Honest democracy doesn’t talk about 


“classes”; it only recognizes individual 
worth. The inequality in democracy is 
simply an inequality in human merit, as 
exemplified in the saying, “You can't keep 
a good man down.” State Socialism has to 
invent class to stir up the an- 
tagonism through which is hopes to foist 
its theories on a disunited people. That, 
by the way, is also the scheme of despots. 
In the socialistic egg autocracy is always 
incubating. 

Germany, indeed, shows us how one-man 
rule and state Socialism may go hand in 
hand, and though, through the training and 
efficiency of her thinkers and workers, Ger- 
many has devised a high scheme civiliza- 
tion, it is not the democratic civilization 
that to every American has become the 
breath of life. , 

We hold the people to be the soul of the 
state, not the state the soul of the people. 
We work out our salvation on individualistic 
lines. We honor our flag because it stands 
for the rights of the humblest citizen, not 
because it represents the might of an em- 
peror or a magnificent board of directors. 

Socialism means conscription, if not for 
military, anyhow for industrial service: and 
to any form of conscription the American 
people will not be compelled, except as a 
last resort in dire national necessity. 

The timely warning addressed to the con- 
stitutional convention in Albany, N. v., by 
William Barnes against. socialistic and 
“class” legislation might well be repeated 
for the benefit of our State Legislature in 
Sacramento. There is danger in adopting 
the theory “that the state should be all in 
all and that the individual exists only as a 
part of the machine.” 5 

Mr. Barnes also speaks of “the mechan- 
ism of autocracy,” and this mechanism is 
plainly perceived in the latest moves made 
by the Hiram Johnsonites, especially in 
their attempt to wipe out political parties 
in the State of California. Soclalistic or 
despotic bureaucracy cannot exist comforta- 
bly in a State where political parties are 
powerful and well defined, because such 
parties fight for open principles, not merely 
for the spoils of office. Between two such 
grindstones bureaucracy may be ground in 
pieces. Abolish political parties and there 
is no strong authority to make a bureaucrat 
give an account of his stewardship. 

Socialism, bureaucracy and despotism are 
birds of a feather; the color of the plumage 
is simply changed to suit the popular taste 
or to deceive the popular vision. 


NATIONAL MILITIA. 

A writer in the New York Sun ad- 
vises the United States to prepare for war 
on a Swiss basis, by organizing an inex- 
pensive national militia. The Nationa) 
Security League points without pride to 
the fact—or alleged fact--that during the 
last ten years the United States has ex- 
pended $1,000,000,000 to maintain an army, 
the effective fighting force of which has 
not exceeded 30,000 men, while Switzerland, 
during the same period, with a population 
about the size of Massachusetts’, has main- 
tained a military system which enables her 
to put into the field, including reserves, over 
500,000 trained and equipped men, at an 
expense of $65,000,000. The army of Switzer- 
land is sixteen times as large as the United 
States army, and the cost only one-six- 
teenth as much as the United States army. 
The cost per man, under the United States 
plan, according to the league figures, has 
been $10,000, while Switzerland expends 
only $130 per man on her army. 

In Switzerland, every male at the age of 
17 years must remain 65 to 90 days in a 
training school and must serve for subse- 


‘} quent training at least eleven days annually. 


Each year those attaining the proper age 
are subjected to winations and testa, 
literary, medical gymnastic. They 
must be posted in elementary subjects, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, and the geo- 
raphy and history of Switzerland, be able 
to lift certain weights and to jump and run 
certain distances. Those falling to meet 
the requirements may be “postponed,” if 
only partly disqualified, and come up again 
for examinations later. Those totally dis- 
qualified must pay a tax of $1.20 per an- 
num until the age of 40, and 30 cents on 
every $200 of net property, and 30 cents 
on every $20 worth of net income. The 
maximum which any individual may be as- 
sessed is $600 per annum. Property under 
$200 and the first $120 per annum of income 


are exempt. 
The total expense of the citizen army 


of 214,072 men of Switzerland in 1913 was 


$8,800,000, and the receipts from the tax, 
averaging $11 per aunum on the 800,000 
“disqualified” defrayed the cost of those 
who were “qualified.” 

There were but few deliberate attempts 
at disqualification, for to serve sixty-five 
days out of the year in a training school, 
between the ages of 17 and 25, is an ad- 
vantage to the student, and to give eleven 
days in each year, thereafter, to army serv- 
ice is a picnic.

that of Switzerland is organized, it would 
give us a trained army of 2,000,000 men. 


And these would not be idle soldiers, with- 
drawn from the active pursuits of life and 
dependent upon government for subsistence, 
but would be active participants in the in- 


dustrial, commercial and financial life of 


the nation for 354 days in the year. 
Surely the organization of a national 


militia is a subject worthy of consideration 


by Congress.

Whatever cynics or safirists may say, a 
wholesome moral sense coupled with medio- 
cre attainments will bring more true hap- 
piness to the possessor than superior tal- 
ents distorted by wrong estimates of the 
value of honesty.

and back at $20 per month to encourage 
him to leave his job at San Francisco and 
go to work in a restaurant unless he is paid 
$40 a month for the return trip. But where, 
oh where, is “the advantage to the Amer- 


ican merchant marine?”

MERICAN SHIPS AMERICAN TER- 
MITORY. 

The logical and reasonable claim of 
the United States is that, under the law of 
nations, the Declaration of London and the 
obligation of treaties American owners of 
goods have a right to bring them out of 
unblockaded ports of a neutral country in 
neutral ships, even though such goods may 
have come originally from the territory of 
enemies of the allies. | 

Our further claim is that we have a right 
to send cotton or grain or meat produced 
in the United States in a neutral ship to 
the unblockaded port of a neutral country, 
even though the ultimate destination of 
such cotton and food may be Germany or 
Austria. 

To the claim of Great Britain that sub- 
marines have made blockade of ports im- 
possible, we reply_that such impossibility 
does not carry with it the right to blockade 
the open ocean. The deck of an American 
ship on the high seas is as much American 
territory as an American house on Amer- 
ican land, and a British force of marines 
from a British cruiser has no more right 
to seize sausages in the hold of an American 
ship because they “originated” in Vienna 
than a company of British soldiers from 
Vancouver would have to seize a case of 
Limburger cheese out of a Seattle grocery 
store becanse it “originated” in Bertin. 

The parallela may seem to be somewhat 
far-fetched, but they are no further apart 
than is England's action from established 
principles of international law.

Collector Morgan's report shows 
that the greatest gains in harbor bus- 
iness for the year have been in ton- 
nage of general merchandise, oi] and 
steel, and the immense gain is shown 
in the face of a heavy decrease in the 
lumber trade, which heretofore has 
been one of the chief items of the 


commerce in- 
bound amounted to 1,167,680 tons, 
valued at $68,245,133, while the total 
domestic outbound commerce was 
467.3867 tons, valued at $16,267,464; 
making a total domestic commerce of 
1,624,927 tons passing through the 
port, valued at $84,502,597. The in- 
bound foreign commerce amounted to 
27.572 tons, valued at $3,422,685, 
while the outbound commerce to for- 
eign ports amounted to 87,029 tons, 
.}valued at ‘$748,788; making a 
foreign commerce of 114,601 
valued at $4,171,443. 
Inbound ships for the year num- 
bered 2620 and sixty government 
ships entered the port during the 


year. 
Au accessories and tires 
made up an important item in the do- 
mestic commerce of the year, the au- 
tomobiles being valued at $1,268,400, 
while. accessories and tires entering 
the port. were valued at more than 
$320,000. There was a large tonnage 
of can and clothing valued 
at $2,648,000 received. Some of 
the other large import items are: 
Carpets and rugs, 529 tons, valued at 
$106,800: 2515 tons of cotton goods, 
valued at $1,006,000; 1528 tons of dry 
goods, valued at $3,056,000; 696 tons 
of electrical goods, valued at $696,- 
000: 16,000 tons of flour, valued at 
$830,000; 12,920 tons of wheat, val- 
ued at $387,300, and coffee valued at 
$717,000. Other items of imports val-

On his vacation, had an idea yester- 
day. His fellow judges with whom 
he talked, say the idea is revolution- 
ary, but Judge Conley, who has had 


and tried thousands of divorce cases, 
believes it will help solve the divorce 
evil. idea is no more or no lees 
than double alimony. Listen to what 
he says: 

“In looking over the divorce calen- 
dar, I find the increase in cases in 
this county is probably the greatest of 
any city in the world. I think in or- 
der to check this great number of 
divorces, it is advisable for the judge 
to award alimony in each case. 

“If the man is at fault, award all- 
mony to his wife for her support 
while she remains unmarried. If she 
takes a second grip with matrimony. 
Marrying a man in the same financial 
condition aa her former husband, 
double her alimony. My reason for 
this ie obvious. Many divorce cases 
come into court where the wife com- 
Plains she has been deprived of the 
little luxuries a wifg loves. The hus- 
band is niggardiy on household ex- 
pe and gives his wife little or 
nothing for clothing, jimcracks and 
entertainment. 

“By awarding her double alimony 
she is in possession of an income 
which will provide her with those 
things she did not enjoy with hus-

band number one. I am sure every 
divorced woman will agree to this 
plan. Naturally the ex-husbands will 
kick, but listen. 

“If the avife is at fault. make her 
pay alimony. If he marries a second 
wife, double the alimony so that he 
may enjoy the little luxuries an ex- 
travagant wife cut him out of.

HALT STEAMER: MEXICAN. . 
WAR MUNITIONS SEIZED. 


HE BRITISH ship Prince Albert, 
of about 1000 tons burden, char- 
tered by the Southwestern 

Steamship Company, with Capt. 
Morehouse in command, cleared from 
San Pedro yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, bound for Masatian and 
other Mexican ports. 

But she did not get away until 100. 
000 cartridges taken aboard at San 
Francisco, and 200,000 cartridges 
and fifty-two cases of rifles, purchased 
of a local dealer, had been detained 
by the Collector of Customs. The 
Los Angeles shipments Were sent in 
care of M. Eppstein, a broker of Maz- 
atlan, and the San Francisco ship- 
ment was to be sent to Gen. Carraso, 
supposedly in the employ of Gen. 
Carranza on the western Mexico 
conat. 

The San Francisco shipment was 
“put over” in that city without any 
trouble, and the cartridges were on 
the regular manifest. When the 
Prince Albert reached this port. in- 
formation was conveyed to the Fed- 
eral authorities that the munitions of 
war were intended to start another 
insurrection in the vicinity of Mas- 
atian, and the jaw prohibits such 
shipments—the fitting out of expedi- 
tions for filibustering purposes on 
American soil. 

There was a great deal of mystery 
about both of the shipments of niu- 


nitions, and it was on this account 
that part of the cargo was detained, 
further inquiry be made as to 


the authenticity of the manif The 
captain of the Prince Albert ving

CHINESE INSIGNIA ON HIS ARM 
— 


Masonic Emblem, He Said, but 
Judge is Mason and After Looking 
at it Passes Sentence—Government 
Alleged, However, that it is @ 


The insignia on the left arm of Joe 
Brune, the San Pedro boatman, which 
he claimed was a sign of Chinese Ma- 
sonry, while the government alleged 
that it was a mark indicating to the 
Chinese below line that Joe was 
“right,” did not impress Judge Bied- 
soe, in the United States District 


Court, yesterday, when Brune stood 
. for sentence following a plea of 


guilty of engaging in a conspiracy 
thirty-four Chinese from 


into Monterey. 
“And you are a Mason,” inquired 
the court. 


“Yes, sir,” meekly responded Joe, 
who hed a handkerchief ha in 
case it was hecessary to do a bit of 
weeping. 

“Well, come up here and let me 
see your arm; I am a Mason myself, 
and I mould like to see the Chi- 
nese Masonic sign,” ordered the court. 

Brune sidied up to the dais in front 
of Judge Biedsoe and, pulling up his 
coat and shirt sleeve, bared his arm 
to the court. 

“Ah, yes,” said Judge Bledsoe after 
he had sized up the alleged Masonic 


Thereupon Brune was sentenced to 
twelve months in the County Jail. 
Duke Stone, the samuggler’s attorney, 
tried to get credit for the time that 
Brune had been in jail—about three 
months—but the court would not al- 
low it. 

Brune was not on the boat that 
made the trip to Ensenada, but he 
Confeased that he conspired with J.

The other defendants, in- 
eluding Woolf, are under indictment 
and in the Sony Jail, With the ex- 
ception of W „ who is at liberty 
on bond. 

Brune made the statement in court 
that Lawyer Woolf was the leader in 
the enterprise. It will be recalled 
that when the defendants other

down from Monterey to offer himself 
as their atttornevy only to find that 
there Was a Warrant out for his ar- 
rest, and he was taten into custody 
and bound over to the Federal Court.

A steadily rising market, on the 
upgrade since spring, has spread op- 
timism and gold throughout the citrus 
districts of the State, especially where 
Valencias are extensively grown. With 
new acreage bearing and prices 
mounting, this year is in many locall- 
ties a record-breaker for the total of 
money received. 

The season could not have been 
much better for the Valencia growers. 
The packing-houses have been kept 
busy. The fruit has been of excellent 
quality and sizes. The influx of money 
for oranges this summer has had «a 
marked effect. 

The unsatisfactory markets which 
prevailed during the navel season and 
the continuation of a listless lemon 
market, due to the importation of 
Sicilian fruit, is offset by the strong 
demand for the Valencia crop, which 
is now about six weeks along in ship- 
ments and which will continue many 
weeks yet. The growers are receiving 
an average net return of $2 a box, 
for the Valencias are selling in the 
East from $3.75 to $4 per box. Dur- 
ing the early part of the season many 
Valencia oranges were shipped f. o. b. 
at about $1.60 per box. 

The Valencia crop for this year is 
estimated at 10,000 carloads which at 
$2 per box will net the growers a total 
of $8,500,000. The navel crop of 25,- 
000 cars gave an average return be 
about 80 to 80 cents a box, or from 
$1 to $1.25 per 100 pounds, er a re- 
turn of about $8,000,000. 

The 1914-1915 citrus fruit ceason 
is drawing to a close with the grow- 
ere of Southern California facing u 
crop next year which will be from 75 
to 80 per cent. of the normal, it is 
estimated. The June drop this year 
was one of the heaviest in a ion 
time and it reduced the predict 
bumper crop enormously, so that the 
1914-1915 crop will be perhaps 6000 

Oads less than the year before. 

The growers feel,, however, that a 
short citrus crop next year will boost 
the prices and the net return will not 
show an alarming from this 
year’s figures. 

Of oranges and lemons grown in 
Southern California, San Bernardino 
county produces about a third, or 
about a fourth of the entire crop of 
the State. Conditions there are 
Parallel with those of other sections. 
The prosperous condition of the citrus 
situation in general is indicated by 
these reports from individual districts: 

POMONA, 

Returns already received by the 
San Antonio Frult Exchange indicate 
that the growers of the Pomona sec- 
tion will receive over $250,000 more 
this Year than they received for their 
crop last year. Up to the present the 
returns reach $250,000 more than last 
year’s receipts, and there are on hand 
100 carloads of oranges, which will 
bring at least an additional $120,000. 
The total receipte last year were 
$2,172,000, This year’s receipts have 
already reached $2,400,000. 

It is interesting to note the devel- 
‘pment of the exchange business in 
the Pomona Valley during the past 
twenty years. It indicates the huge 
proportions to Which the citrus in- 
dustry has grown in that section. In 
1893 and 1894, when the San Antonio 
Exchange was organized, the total 
returns only amounted to $153,218 for 
the territory between the Gan Gabriel 
River and Etiwanda. The next year 
the figures advanced to $264,000, and 
then the Covina exchanges on the 
west and the Ontario exchanges on the 
east pulled out for themselves, and 
left the San Antonio Exchange with 
$176,000 returns in 1896 and 1897. 

REDLANDS. 7 

It is estimated that the citrus crop 
for the year from the Redlands dis- 
trict, now largely marketed, will bring 
the growers about $2,225,000. The 
crop will sell in the for over 
$4,000,000. 

The bulk of the eitrus crop from 
the Redlands district, which includes 
the groves of Redlands, Bryn Mawr 
and Crafton, ts of navels About 4000 
cars Of navele were shipped from 
there during the season and they 
brought about $3,335,000 in the east- 
ern markets. The navel crop aver- 
aged about $600 a car, returned to 
Redlands. The growers received an 
avérage of $400 per car after the ex- 
pense of picking, packing and ship- 
ping had been paid. 

The Valencias aze bringing big 
prices but the crop la not heavy about 
Redlands, betne about ee care this 
year, it is thought. This crop should 
bring about $480,000 to the grower. 
perhaps more than that. There are 
200 cars of Valencias to be shipped 
from the district before the season 
closes, 


ONTARIO. 
The receipts of independent 
houses about Ontario, according to 
figures available and estimates of cash 
yet to be received, will add consider- 
ably over $1,000,000 to the total cit- 
rus receipte of the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga district, making the value of 
the citrus crop in that section for 
the season 1914-16 something over 
$3,000,000.

The Orange County Fruit Exchange 
since September 1, 1914, has received 
$1,114,000, having shipped 1400 car- 
loads of oranges and 400 carloads 
of lemons. This exchange now has 
135 cars on the road from which re- 
ports have not been received, and be- 
fore the ist it will have shipped 125 
cars additional. The exchange’s total 
receipts for the year will reach 
$1,300,000. 

It is estimated that this exchange 
handles 70 per cent of the output 
south and east of the Santa Ana Riv- 
er. On that estimate the output for 
the district will total $1,880,000. 

Figuring the district north of the 
river ships as much fruit as the south 
and east district, the total of 93,760, 
000 is secured. 

WHITTIER. 

The Valencia season ig practically 
closed here about Whittier except for 
a few carioads of off-bloom fruit, 
which will be shipped as soon as ready.

Laguna Studios. 

The charms of Laguna Beach as a 
sketching ground for painters have 
been sung—and 1 on can- 
vae—by Los Angeles for the 
past dosen years and more, and four 
or five summers ago I went down to 
“Investigate” for myself. I found ev- 
erything to be true—the half, indeed, 
had not been told—and I gave the 
results of my search to readers of Art 
and Artists. 

Things happen in five years, espe- 
clally things connected with art in 
Southern California. At that time 
there was no permanent studio at La- 
guna Beach—unless we count that of 
Gardner Symons at Arch Beach, a 
mile further on, which, to be sure, 
may be called a very permanent studio 
with a decidedly itmpermanent occu- 
pant. Symons, as everybody knows, 
ie generally in od England or new, 
winning golden prites by the bucket- 
ful. Now the studios are many, one 
Los Angeles painter after. another 
packing up his belongings and moving 
to Laguna Reach. 

Last week I made another pilertm- 
age to that shore of opalescent en- 
chantments,. hoping to find Gardner 
Symons, who has been away for two 
years, and Lou Betts. who has never 
been there before. Gardner Symons 
is an old friend, and I intended to 
make Louls Betts a new one. 48 it 
happened, my project of shaking 
hands with the old and winning the 
new failed because I wanted to meet 
both at once, and Gardner Symons 
was away as usual. 

One failure, however. does not spell 
defeat. I had another intention. 
equally good and commendable. I 
wis to make the rounds of the 
new studios, which are strung along 
the high shove Ifke jewels, from Arch 
Beach to Laguna Cliffs. Speeding in 
the picture dealer's. machine, we 
picked up those gems, so to speak, 
picture dealer, the 


Presumably Gardner Symons started 
the painters’ hegira to Laguna. Be- 
fore his time, the artists did congre- 
gate there, but only through the 
sketching time of the year. They had 
names. but not focal hebitations. 
mer Wachtel, Norman St. Clair, Wil- 
liam Lees Judson—the names are 
many. New ones have been added 
from year to year, and today, I sup- 
pose, there are a hundred canvases 
that bear the alluring title, “Rocks 
at Laguna.” 

For you can’t escape the roc 
They are to be found everywhere along 
the shore, and on both sides of the 


with swirling seaweed, on some the 
sunset lingers, round all the others 
water that is ultra-marine and the 
color of jade breaks into white foam, 
from morning to night, from dusk to 
dawn. Beyond them is the diuest sea 
the sun ever shone upon. Now, per- 
haps, you understand the lure of La- 


guna. 

The studios are perched on the 

rocks, or at } on the cliffs that 
overhang the rocks. Every one of 
them has a glorious view of the Kor- 
lous sea, and every artist in them 
paints the sea, one of them, Frank W. 
Cuprien, all the time, the others often 
but not always. The hilis and the 
canyons behind Laguna offer a hun- 
dred wonderful ad to the 
landscape painter. For the hills are 
almost as magnificently rocky as the 
rocks, and look like the playground of 
the titans that ruled the world be- 
fore mere men usurped it. 
Gardner Symons's studio, as T have 
said, was closed. We could not 80 
in, but we could stand on his porch 
and look at the sea, and we could (and 
did) take the trail to the beach, sheer- 
ly below. On the porch we saw the 
long and beautiful shore line, on the 
beach we found the biggest collection 
of paintable rocks that ever an artist 
owned. Why. we wondered, did Sy- 
mons leave all this for Connecticyt 
and St. Ives? 

The handsome new studio of Frank 
Cuprien ts a block or two flearer the 
village of Laguna Beach. The artist 
Planned every foot of it himself, and 
not an inch of wood was put in place 
before it had undergone his approval. 
The result—one of the best equipped, 
most complete studios in the world; 
and also one of the most beautiful in 
every tmaginable way. 

Tt tis set high on the cliffs, like that 
of Symons, and is a home as well as a 
studio, with a fine artistic comfort 
seldom approached. Cuprien is an in- 
ventor and an architect, as well as « 
marine painter. He has forgotten 
nothing, neglected nothing. and he has 
given everything the touch of sim- 
Plicity and beauty. From every win- 
dow in his house you have a view of 
the sea—and often the view may hold 
the far-off purple splendors of Cata- 
lina Island and San Pedre. Sunrise 
and sunset every day, or else the vast, 
wandering mist-phantoms of the Pa- 
ie. Could a painter of the sea ask 
for more? Cuprien saye no, and, of 
course, he is supremely happy in thie 
perfect possession. 

The Arch Studio is its name. It 
was begun last October, and ie built 
on five lots that extend from the 
main road to the strand. The road, 
full of automobile travel, runs from 
Laguna Beach to Capistrano. The 
paneling of the studio room, which 
is also an art gallery, and which is 
20x30 feet in sige, ie in natural Ore- 
gon pine. This will leter be made 
more grayish in tone. The ceiling is 
dome-shaped. In the center will be 
a drop-chandeller of forty-eight can-

Within a radius of 75 miles of 
Washington, nearly all of the most 
important battles of the Civil War 
were fought, hence the contiguous 
territory is historically interesting in 
the highest degree. Includéd in the 
let of nearby combats was Fredericks- 
burg with its terrific fighting, Decem- 
ber 18, 1862: the great battle of 
Chancelloreville May 32 and 4, 1863, 
‘including the lively action at Salem 
Church; Mine Run, fought in Decem- 
ber, 1868, and the gigantic battling 
im the Wilderness and at Spottsylvania 
from May 6 to May 20, 1864. These 
battlegrounds are all within 60 miles 
of Washington. 

Antietam, Maryland, where on Sep- 
tember 17, 1862, was recorded the 
bloodiest day in American history, ts 


about fe miles west from Washing-. 


ton. A few miles east of Antietam 
ere South Mountain and Crampton'’s 
Gap, where bitter battles were fought 
three days before Antietam.

80 rapid and un- 
expected were the movements of 
Earlyes men that they were in sight 
of the dome of the Capitol before his 
plans were fully realized. In the 
echoes of the roar of Harly’s guns,

Lincoin’s Baptism Of Fire. 

The time-worn parapet of Fort 
Stevens on which Lincoln stood un- 
der fire, is preserved and the spot 
where the martyred President exposed 
himself to the marksmanship of the 
men in gray is suitably marked. The 
street cars of Washington carry vis- 
tors to all parts of the battleground 
of Fort Stevens. 

Already plans are in effect for an 
excursion Friday, October 1, by trolley 
to Fairfax Courthouse, and thence by 
automobiles and other vehicles to the 
battlefield of Chantilly on Little River, 
Pike. 

Interesting ceremonies will be held 
at the dedication of monuments on the 
field of Chantilly, where two major 
generals of the Union Army, Phil 
Kearny and Isaac I. Stevens, were both 
killed within five minutes and within 
five rods of each other.

Following the Grand Review on 
Pennsylvania avenue in Washington, 
May 23, 1866, the veterans marched 
back to their camps which dotted the 
Virginia dales and hills about Wash- 
ington, where they were disbanded. 
But before they went to their homes, 


they tarried long enough to erect with | 


thelr own hands two monuments to 
mark the beginning of the great Civil 
War. They used such tools as they 
had in their camps and fashioned from 
the native Virginia brownstone, two 
rude memorial monuments, “In Mem- 
One 


stands on the Henry Hill, where as 
undisciplined recruits, they suffered 
their first defeat at Bull Run, and 
where thirteen months later, under 
Sykes, Reynolds and Reno, they stood 
in solid phalanx and drove back the 
gray legions of Lee and Longstreet. 
The other monument, in memory of 
the Union dead is 16 feet high and is 
located on the Groveton Farm, where 
at the second battle of Bull Run, 
strenuous efforts were made to dis- 
lodge Stonewall Jackson from his en- 
trenched position on the unfinished 
railroad. Both monuments were con- 
secrated by the same ceremony on the 
same day, Sunday, July 11, 1865. 


These monuments will be objects of 


unusual interest to visitors to the G. 
A. R. Encampment, as well as «a 


boulder tablet erected in memory of 


Colonel Fletcher Webster on the spot 
where he fell, August 30, 1862, while 
gallantly leading his regiment, the 
12th Massachusetts Volunteers. Col- 


onel Webster was the son of Daniel 


Webster.

The battleground of Fort Stevens, 


located in the immediate suburbs of 
Washington, is easily accessible to vis- 
ltors during the encampment week, 
and is a pleasant walk from the cen- 
tral sections of Washington. This 
locality is as picturesque as it is his- 
torical. On a parapet’ of Fort 
Stevens, the great war-time President, 
Abraham Lincoln, stood by the side of 
General Horatio G. Wright amid “the 
whizzing minie balls from the guns 
of Early’s infantrymen, watching with 
grave and pensive countenance the 
progress of the battle. After an army 
surgeon, standing near President 
Lincoln, had been hit by a minie ball 
and severely wounded, General Wright 
entreated the President not to expose 
his life to the missiles of the Con- 
federates. But the great Lincoln 
seemed oblivious to his surroundings, 
and finally General Wright said with 
a show of firmness: Mr. President, 
I know you are Commander of the 
Armies of the United States, but I am 
commander and as you are not 
safe where you are standing, I order 
you to come down.” President Lincoln 
smiled at General Wright's earnest- 
ness and slowly stepped down from 
the parapet. Even then, Genera! 
Wright said, he would persist in stand- 
ing up and exposing his tall form. 
That old Lincoln parapet at Fort 
Stevens stands today and for history's 


sake it will be preserved in memory |

R. PERRIS has mingled history with 
M personal observations in an arrange- 

ment that does not add particularily 
to his record of the campaizn of 1014 in 
France and Belgium. Furthermore, it is not 
a dispassionate presentation of events—but 
the campaign as seen by an Englishman, and 
neither Englishmen nor Germans at this 
stage of affairs are dependable—though they 
be conscientious historians. Mr. Perris was 
at the front as correspondent for the London 
Chronicle. 

There is much interesting material in the 
book, particularly in the chapters made up 
from extracts of the author's diary kept 
while in the war tone. Except for a tech- 
nical exposition of many important battles 
and his own observations, experiences, there 
is little information on any phase of the war 
that has not been previously presented; al- 
though few books have contained such a va 
riety of information on the war in France 
and Belgium tp to Christmas, 1915. 

Considerable attention is given to German 
massacres of civilians, plundering and depre- 
dations. The German policy of ‘trightful- 
ness” receives protracted notice, and Ta- 
mines, Louvain, Senlis, Aerschot, Arion, Ar- 
denne and other places are cited, with de 
scriptions, as instances of violent barbarities 
on the part of the enemy. The bombard- 
ment of the Rheims eathedral and the pil- 
lage of many villages have special chapters. 

The more technical phases of the war, 
with maps showing the battle alignment, are 
perhaps to be considered reliable even when 
in conflict with other alignments arranged 
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and attracted favorable atteation.

STRIKES AND RIOTS. 


No Rights Can be Vindicated by 
Lawless Disorder and Government 
Should not Tolerate Violence. 
[New York Journal of Commerce:! 
Whatever question of right or wrong 
may have been involved in the strike 
at the oil works at Bayonne, there 
can be nothing but wrong in the riot- 
ing and violence that have accom- 
panied it. The moment that broke out 
all questions of labor conditions were 
submerged out of sight and hearing, 
and the one duty of citizens and of 
public authorities was to restore order 
and maintain the authority of law. No 
“rights” can be asserted, maintained 
or vindicated by lawless violence or 
public disorder, and the sooner that 
is impressed upon all concerned the 
better it will be for labor, organized 
or unorganized. This method of trying 
to right alleged or assumed wrongs 
should be no longer tolerated by any 
governmental authority. local, State or 
national, which may have jurisdiction 
in the premises. This is a thing that 
public sentiment should insist upon 
regardless of differences of opinion re- 
82 the e s of capital or la- 


r. 

We do not know what merit there 
may have been in the claims or de- 
mands of workmen in the oll works. 
There has been no chance to find out, 
and no ground for passing judgment; 
there can be none o long as moh law 
is resorted to or allowed to prevail. 
The fact that there was a strike at 
all without an orderly method of pre- 
senting claims and having them con- 
sidered is against the assumption that 
the claims, whatever they may de, 
were well founded. We believe that 
the “open shop” prevails in the of 
refineries. If that is the offense and 
the object is to force unionism upon 
the men and upon the employers. the 
case is without merit. If higher wages 
or shorter hours or different condi- 
tions of any kind were demanded, a 
strike is a poor way of securing the 
desired result, and useless unless it is 
demonstrated that justice has been 
denied. But in no case is rioting and 
disorder to be justified or tolerated, 
and whenever attempted it should be 
put down without hesitation. It should 
preclude the considerstion which it is 
intended to compel by intimidation, 
and no one engaged in it should be 
restored to employment on any terms.

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Tasting With the Nose. . 
[Tit Bits: Sir Ray Lankester, the 
eminent man of science, asserts that 
the flavor ‘of food and drink does not 
come to us through the sense of taste. 
That sense, he says, can only furnish 
sensations that correspond to the 
chemical composition of the sub- 
stances presented to it. These sensa- 
tions, while almost infinite in their 
shadings, are few in number. We 
can distinguish by taste only sweet- 
ness, bitterness, sourness and alti- 
ness, although the various intensities 
ef these sensations are innumerable. 
The distinctive vor of various foods 
is not the result of chemical action, 
and is not perceived by the taste 
nerves. Flavors excite the olfactory 
nerve instead, and are transmitted by 
it to the brain. A per son whose 
sense of smell is impaired is unable 
to detect the flavor of the food he 
eats, although he has the taste sensa- 
tion that it stimulates. This is an 
explanation of the effect that influ- 
enza often has apparently on the 
taste, but, really, on the sense of 
smell.

—— or for which they are to be 
tried. 

There can be no profit sharing as 
long as the present-day leaders of 
labor remain in power, because the 
same objection applies to profit shar- 
ing that applies to welfare work—it 
might make the worker content with 
his lot. It ts thereforé the duty of 
the manufacturer and the man of 
business to educate all of those de- 
pendent on him for employment as t6 
their mutual responsibilities, and it 
behooves the business man to study 
carefully the profit-sharing plans 
proposed by those who have perhaps 
no very intelligent idea of the trou- 
bles that assail the average man of 
business and drive him close to the 
dangerous brink of bankruptcy. 

There is certainly.a wide field for 


for experiment. Every step in the di- 
rection of bringing the employed and 
the employer to realization that their 
interests are common is a step in the 


right direction, but this direction -in 
not be ultimate universal content if 
one forgets the woes of one side and 
magnifies the virtues and especially 
the rights of the other. 

An intelligent solution of these dif- 
ficulties woukd be reached much more 
quickly if one forgot one's rights in a 
contemplation of a possible era of 
equal justice, and we will never reach 
equal justice as long as maudlin sen- 
timent exists with the unit members 
of an organiation backed by millions 
of dollars and animated with a justifi- 
cation of murder, if murder is com- 
mitted for the cause. 


Wages in United Kingdom. 

[London dispatch to Chicago Tri- 
bune:] An analysis of government 
statistics made by the Fabian Society 
shows that in the United Kingdom 
there are 1,500,000 persons whose in- 
comes exceed $3500 a year; 4,500,000 
with incomes between $800 and 
$3600, and 39,220,000 who receive less 
than $800 annually. It is calculated 
that the average wage of the adult 
laboring man equals $6.50 a week, and 
of the adult woman worker but $2.75 
weekly. 

Since 1895 the purchasing power of 
a pound has declined to little more 
than half; that is, $5 now goes no 
further than $2.95 did in Great Brit- 
ain in 1895. 

Out of a national income of $11,- 
000,000,000, something more than 
$1,500.000,000 is absorbed in rent. 
$2,500,000,000 goes for interest, and 
$2.750,000.000 for profits and salaries. 

Peace has its tolls no less than 
war, for in 1913 there were 4863 per- 
sons killed and 222,061 injured in in- 
dustrial accidents, with 625 cases of 
poison and anthrax in factories, re- 
sulting in 34 deaths.

MATTER has been engaging my 
thoughts recently on which I would 
Wke the opinion of the Cornerites.

“But wasn't it addressed to you?” I 
asked. 

“Yes, but that wouldn't make any dif- 
ference. Mother would open it just the 
same.” 

The statement was made with no com- 
plaint or ecriticiem—merely as the recital 
of afact. The daughter evidently took 
for granted that the mother was entirely 
within her rights in opening the parcel— 
she simply regretted it in this particular 
instance, 

Later I spoke to a friend of it, repeating 
the circumsfances and the conversation. 

“ Well, what about it? asked when 
I had finished. 

“ Doesn't it seem pecultar to you that a 
mother should open a parcel addressed to 
her grown daughter?” 

“Why, no, I don't think it does. My 
mother would do it if she happened to be 
interested to know what was inside.” 
(This daughter was a woman of 40, un- 
married, and living at home.) 

“ Perhaps we afe queer in our family.” 
I said. “I would not feel I had any right 
to open a package under those conditions 
any more than I would a letter addressed 
to some one else.” 

, “I know families where the different 
members open one another's letters.“ 
a commented my friend. dryly. 

1 When I came to think of it I knew 

that I did, too. Not many of them, but 
N enough to set me to wondering at other 
persons’ lack of respect for individual 
4 rights. 

Years ago, whea I was a young girl, 1 
recollect reading aloud from one of Miss 
Leslie's books, in which the occurrence 
was related of a mother having opened 
a daughter's letter and the remark made 

- by the author that this is something 
which should never be done. A matron 
present interrupted the reading. 

“T think that is foolish,” slit sald. “A 
mother has a perfect right to apen her 
daughter's letters and read the contents, 
of it seems best to her. The daughter 

H shovld not get letters her mother cannot 
eee!” 
„ Even then I was antagonized by her 
attitude and as the years have gone by 
my position has- been intensified rather 
than lessened. In my own family it 
would never occur to one to open the 
letters of another, no matter how crose 
the bond between the two. The sanctity 
of the seal ie always honored. The 
same rule obtains about parcels. We go 
even further than that. We do not ask 
questions about one another's letters. 
The fashion I have seen followed in 
oe | other families of inquiring, “ Who has 
been writing to you?” or From whom 
ia is your letter?’ has always been un- 
| known to us. 
N This ig the point on which I would like 
| to get the ideas of the constituency. Is

- More than this, the consideration of 
the daughter's correspondence is not the 
only matter Under discussion. This 
but one part of it. A parent may feel 
that there are citcumstances in which 
she must investigate a chlld's letters, but 
to my mind this ehould be a rare occasion 
and the examination should be made as 
last resort. 

Let me illustrate. A mother who had 
a daughter in high schoo! became much 
worried wer the girl's health. Parent 
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and child had always been on exceptional- 
f b intimate terme and the mother be- 
91 came convinced that there was something 

‘ wrong A which she should have cog- 


nizane®& e was positive that there was 
no love affair, nothing clandestine or 
objectionable, but there could be no doubt 
that something was much amiss. She 
talked to the girl's schovil fellows and 
‘was confirmed in her suspicion, without 
being able to get any clear information. 

Finally, during the daughter's absence 
| at school the mother investigated the 
N girl's desk, feeling driven to this course 

| by desperation. There she found the 
secret of the trouble. The girl had been 
unjustly accused of having cheated in he: 
exeminations; a prejudiced teacher had 
refused to give her a fair chance at ex- 
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“I do hope it won't be delivered before 


to my attention. I had been talking with | 
a girl who had been buying linen for her 


culpation, and the girl, horrified at the 
position, shrinking with terror from hav- 
ing the matter made public, had said 
nothing of it at home in the wild hove 
that in some way she might right herself 
and spare her parents the distress she 
knew would be theirs at the disgrace 
brought upon her. . 

At once the mother took things in her 
own hands, went directly to the principal 
of the school, laid the whole case before 
him, and compelled an investigation which 
proved her child's innocence, and set mat- 


ters right. In the circumstances she felt . 


herself justified in having studied her 
daughter's private correspondence, and I 
think most sensible persons would agree 
with her even while deprecating the 
necessity of pursuing this course. 


But this is a rare ins§jance and may be 
put alongside of such prectices as mark- 
ing money for the purpose of detecting 
theft, spying upon the conduct of those 
suspected of wrongdoing which must be 
checked, and similar conditions. Such 
espionage does not apply in the case of 
the reception of letters and parcels in the 
home cifcic any more than a third degree 
set of questions is to be compared with 
inquiry as to the contents of personal cor- 
respondence, of packages addressed to 
other people, or the plans and companion- 
ships of various members of the house- 
hold. 


I recollect that when I was a child 1 
Was much shocked by being told by a 
mischievous lad that there was an e¢lev- 
enth commandment and that it ran: 
“Mind your own business!” It struck 
me then as the height of irreverence and 
even now I cannot quite remove that ban 
from it. None the less, while we may 
not put it in the decalogue we can al) 
appreciate its valde as a factor in home 
comfort and peace. 

For after all, it is none of our business 
what is in the letters or parcels of other 
persons for whom we have ho responsi- 
bility, any more than it is our business 
who wrote the letters and sent the parcels 
or what are the plans of the members of 
our household or of our friends. Some- 
times we call such curiosity interest in 
those we question, but I think that few 

are the instances in which we can dignify

our prying by so gracious a name. in 
nine cases out of ten our feeling is empty 
curiosity, no more, no less. 

Bach one dt us nas an inalienable right 
to a certain degree of privacy. We con- 
sider it altogether correct to lock our 
doors when we dress or undress; why 
should we not be permitted to pull down 
the blinde on our actions and our minds in 
order to protect the matters we do noi 
care to display to public view? 


I do not wish to make so strong a stand 
on this as to antagonize the Cornerites 
who hold other views from mine, but I 
confess that I feel deeply on this subject. 
I believe that every human being should 
be granted the chance to live his or her 
own private life without molestation from 
others and should not be considered either 
pecullar or disagreeable ori this account. 

As a matter of course, I do not take 
this position with regard to little children. 
or even to young boys and girls. As long 
as the mother has a responsibility for the 
conduct of her immature sons and daugh- 
ters, so long must she exercise a certain 
supervision over their acts and their 
companions. But she should manage this 
by holding their confidence, not by prying 
into their affairs. 

I heard 4 conversation between a 
mother and a nurse one day which illus- 
trates my attitude on this. The mother 
had been worrying a little as to what 
had kept her small boy late after school 
on two or three days, The child had not 
volunteered information and she had not 
liked to question him too closely for fear 
of making him think she suspected him of 
some wrongdoing. The nurse came to 
the mother with a diary of the child's in 
her hand. 


“If you was to read this, ma am, you 


might find out where the little fellow has 
been these two afternoons,” she suggest- 
ed. “Sure he writes down in K every 
night what he's done all day.” 

The mother shook her head. 

“1 can’t do that, Mary. That is the 
boy’s private book and I wouldn't feel I 
gras treating him fairly if I looked into 
It.“ 

Was the mother in the right or mistaken 
in such a course? I would like to know 
what other mothers think of it. I may 


add, by the way, that the boy came to 
the mother the next day with an entirely 
fatisfactory aceount of his whereabouts 
at the times she had wondered where he 
Was and she naturally felt justified then 
for her confidence in him. 

Do the rest of you feel as Ido? Amt 
forcing a point when I object to intefe 
ference with letters, parcels, and pursuits, 
or have right on my side? I would like 
to hear from many of you on the matter.
